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Modernization Program 


Power Distribut’n System 
Undergoing Big Changes 


Rebekah Lodge 
Officers Installed 


A major revamping of the Cal¬ 
gary Power distribution system in 
Vulcan is now under way. A power 
company crew of seven men under 
the direction of foreman Ron Fer¬ 
guson will be working here for 
the next three or four months un¬ 
til the big job isacompleted. 

Made necessary by a steady and 
general increase in power con¬ 
sumption within the town, the 
lengthy job will consist mainly of 
replacing wires and transformers 
which are now too small for the 
load and, in the business district, 
the replacing of present poles with 
taller poles carrying a new type 
of "hardware” which will elimin¬ 
ate most of the numerous cross- 
arms now in use. At the same time, 
the service will be extended where 
required in the residential districts 
and new poles set in lanes to elimi¬ 
nate, where possible, wires cross¬ 
ing the streets. 

Replacing of wires and trans¬ 
formers in many parts of town is 
expected to help reduce local 
voltage fluctuations and give 
generally better service to the con¬ 
sumer. 

Also planned, for this summer, is 
the connecting,of Vulcan to a new 
power line which is passing west 
of town. Tapping off the 138,000 
volt line from Calgary to Medicine 
Hat, the new line starts near Her- 
ronton and ends at the Fort Mac- 
lcod sub-station, passing about five 
miles west of Vulcan. A new sub¬ 
station will be built about three 
miles south-west of town, where 
the 138,000 volts will be cut down 
to 22,000 volts for transmission to 
Vulcan, and at the sub-station in 
Vulcan the voltage will be reduced 
further to 2300 volts before feed¬ 
ing into the distribution system in 
town. 

Vulcan is presently being "fed” 
with power from High River and, 
when necessary, could also be fed 
from the south. Tapping on to the 
new line west of town will give 
Vulcan a new main source of sup¬ 
ply, with High River and Macleod 
remaining as additional or emer¬ 
gency power supply sources. 

For the next three or four 
months, or until the rebuilding and 
modernization program in Vulcan 
is completed, householders may be 
subjected to short service interrup¬ 
tions when power switch-overs are 
made from old lines to new lines. 
Crew foreman Ron Ferguson in¬ 
forms the Advocate that most 
j>ower interruptions will be of less 
than one-half hour duration. When 
householders find their electric 
power off they are asked to check 
the back lane in their block to see 
if a crew is workng, rather than 
immediately reporting the power 
interruption to the local Calgary 
Power office. If a crew is working 
in the vicinity, the power interrup¬ 
tion is necessary and power will, 
in most cases, be back on inside 30 
minutes. Mr. Ferguson emphasizes 
that if a crew is working in the 
vicinity when your electric power 
goes off it is not necessary to re¬ 
port the matter, as the power wiTI 
be back on again in a matter of 
minutes.

At all clinics, Polio Vaccination will 
be given to all persons wishing it. 

These well-baby clinics are held for the purpose of weighing 
and measuring infants and toddlers, and discussing any pro¬ 
blems with parents regarding feeding, training and general care. 
Your child should be Immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months old, three doses, at monthly intervals, with 
a combined vaccine containing diphtheria, tetanus, whooping 
cough and poliomyelitis. (D.P.T. Polio Vaccine) Booster doses 
of the above vaccine should be given at the following ages, 12 
to 18 months, 3 years, and about 5 years. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child is one year old with revac¬ 
cination taking place every fifth year thereafter. 

When a child attends school the Health Unit assumes respon¬ 
sibility for maintaining immunization provided the parents sign 
the appropriate consent form which will lie submitted to them. 
There is no charge at these clinics which are a service of the 
Foothills Health Unit.
